The underlying causes of the pre- 
sent economic world crisis was the 
subject discussed at the meeting. ot 
the Social Study club of Wainwright, 
Monday night by Rev. Hugh Dobson, 
D.D., of Vancouver, associate secie- 
tary of the department of evangelism 
and social service df the United 
Church of Canada, and supervisor uv 
the department for the four western 
provinces.

Still another example is the 
Rayon Silk industry, where in New 
Jersey they operate a plant or factory 
which needs no human labor at all, 
and is capable of running full ca- 
pacity 24 hours a day, 
Unemployment therefore eeems to 
be with us to stay.

The people are 
the Government of the country, Why 
should we sit quietly down and la- 
ment the vast expenditures of our 
officials, and perhaps evén condone 
them? The matter is in our hanad.
